SAN FRANCISCO -Atightknit Chinese 
Operatroupeleft San Francisco for Chinalast 
Friday,July 28, withouteight of its 28 mem- 
berss. Four of the traditional Shanghai opera 
Singers from the Shanghai Kun Opera Com- 
pany werelastseen Tuesdayattheconclusion 
of a farewell banquet capping a month-long 
perftormance tour in the US. Three more, ip- 
cluding a Chinese TV_personality traveling 
with the group, disappeared the next day. 

Theeighthavenotbeenseenpublicly since 
their disappearance, and their whereabonits 
Temain Unknown. They have not asked for 
political asylum, according to the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service. 

Those familiar with Chinese opera and 
with immigration law are concerned about 
the performers” well-being and question 
WwWhether the Singers Understood what they 
Were doing when they leftthe troupe. 

_Themissing artists ipclude famousfemale 
operasSingerHiaYWenyiandTYV actress Zhan 
Pingping， The other performers are Zhen 
Tongshen,， Qiu Huan，Chen Chinping，Ma 
Xinbao, Zhong Weide and Lau Feilung. 

The opera performers，who are well-re- 
garded in Shanghai, were trained at an early 
age for the opera stage. Some in the highly 
Specialized Tegional opera toupe have per- 
formed together for 30 years, and none of 
them speak any English, according to Lili 
Lim，who acted as their interpretor during 
part of their stay in the Us， 

Lim，who works with the San Francisco 
Opera's Merola Opera Program, which trains 
young Singers, Said she was outoftown when 
theperformersdisappeared. “Noonehascon- 
tactedme, she said. Iamkind ofconcerned 
whether or not their decision was made with 
all the facts laid out for them.” 

The toupe has a long history, said Lim. 
Peking Opera.has lts origins in the Shanghal 
Kun Opera. The troupe survived the purgeof 
artists during China's Cultural Revolution.

The commercial performance tour was 3T- 
IangedbythePeace Travel Company on Grant 
Avenue in San Francisco. Company officials 
would only confirm thateight of the artists did 
notretuin to China. They declined to give any 
details onthe disappearance.Thecompany has 
handled cultural tours from China in the pastL 

She said the company arrived im San Fran- 
ciscoonJune 3 and wentontoengagements in 
Los Angeles and New York before heading 
backto San Francisco for three perfomances at 
thePalaceofFine ArtsTheateronJune30,July 
1 and July 2. 

Wang Shaohua, a Spokesman for the Chi- 
nese Consujlate in San Francisco，also con- 
firmedthateightmembersofthecompany“did 
not g0 back to Shanghai as planned.” 

He Said the performers diasappearance was 
“influenced by people who have ulterior mo- 
tivesand wanttotarnish Chineseprestige.This 
kind of action will bring damage to Sino-US 
cultural exchanges in the future,”he warned. 

Wang Said China would welcome the per- 
formers back if they decide to returmn. When 
asked if the eight would be punished or criti- 
cized in any way, Wang replied“No. Idon't 
think so.Notifthey wantto gobacktoChina.” 


Because the troupe arrived in San Fran- 
clsco on June $, they qualify for President 
Bush's deferred departure program which 
allowsall Chinese nationals who entered the 
Us onorbeforeJuneStoextendtheirstayfor 
One year. 

However，applying for the extension 
would require applicants to waive their right 
toapplyforotherforms of visas, according to 
immigration lawyerEdLau. For that reason， 
Lau said he wouldn't advise the deferred 
departure option for any one. 

Most foreign visitors, including perform- 
ers and business people, arrive on a tempo- 
Iary visa,usually goodforsixmonths, with an 
option to renew their visa for another Six 
months. 

Lau said besides political asylum，which 
can be 3a coOmplicated status to achieve, the 
performers have two other visa options. One 
istoapplyforavisaallowingthemtostudy in 
the US; the second is to obtain a visa to work 
as performing artists. Neither would require 
the approval of the Chinese government. 

Lau questions the use of the term“defec- 
tor by the media because the performers are 
not currently refugees orattempting to apply 
for political asylum: 

“The word "defection should not be used 
in this case,”he said.“It carries a negative 
connotation,” he said“TIt implies that some- 
how they don't have patriotic feelings for 
their country, which may not be the case.” 

Although the performers have no immedi- 
ate fears of being forced to retum to China， 
Lau said it would be wise for them to begin 
planninginadvance.…“Ijusthope they will get 
competent counsel,”he said. 
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Asian Americans Join In 


Unionizing Hotel

SAN FRANCISCO - More than a half- 
dozen Asian American activists, clergy and 
politicians have joined Local 2 of the Hotel 
and Restaurant Employees Union in its in- 
tense battle to unionize San Francisco's Parc 
53 Hotel. 

In a July 12 letter urging the Chinese 
community to supportthe union?sefforts,the 
activists charged the Parc 55 management 
with waging an anti-union campaign of “in- 
timidation，interrogation, threats, misinfor- 
mation,and outrightlies.”Asians, who make 
up an estimated 23-30 percent of the work 
force，have “been especially targeted by 
management S deceitful, divisive, and coer- 
cive campaign,”the letter read. 

Among the labor supporters Signing the 
letter were School Commissioner Leland 
Yee，Reverend Harry Chuck of Cameron 
House, attorneys Bill Tamayo and Gordon 
Lau,and MabelTeng; co-chairofthe Chinese 
ProgresSive Association. 

Theunion drive officially begamonJune 7， 
When 49 Parc S$ employees releasedaleaflet 
announcing their intent to form a union and 
join Local 2. Since that announcement, the 
batue between the union Supporters and Parc 
53,previously known as theRamada Renais- 
Sance，has become increasingly bitter. On 
July 20, Local 2 flled unfair labor charges 
against the hotel, accusing management of 
trying:to derail theif'efforts'byanterrogating 
workers about whether they support the un- 
ion,， harassing those who want to join, and 
telling workers they will lose their benefits 让 
the union Succeeds. 

Last month，Congresswoman Nancy Pe- 
losi joined the union drive by writing hotel 
general manager John Kirk a letter asking 
him to “respect the rights of their employees 
to Organilze.” 

According to Local 2 organizer Warren 
Mar, the key issue in this campaign is not 
higherwages 一 thehotelpaysslightly above 
union Scale 一 butfor “avoiceonthejoband 
respect.

Smith Said she worked well overthe18hours 
per week Tequired to dualify for medical 
COverage but was denied benefits because of 
her on-call part-time Status. 9mith s Supervi- 
Sor also told her that her hours would be cub 
which would further disqualify her from 
Teceiving beneflts， 

Frustrated，9Smith turned to _ Local 2 for 
assistance. Ithoughtitwasun-Americanfor 
[Parc 53]tocutyourhours whenthere's work 
to do，Smith Said. 

Smith noted that since the union drive 
beganin June,managementreversedits deci- 
Sion and granted her benefits. She has also 
observed other dramatic changes in Supervi- 
SOIS attitudestoward workers.Along-stand- 
ing and extremely unpopular on-call system， 
for example，was recently Tevised with 
worker s input according to Smith. 

Partial victories aside,both Smith and Mar 
Said that they are particularly concerned 
about Parc 55's Asian and Latino immigrant 
WOrkers, who are largely concentrated in the 
housekeeping and lower-paying depart- 
ments.

WASHINGTON, DC - President George 
Bush said he will consider forming a special 
high-level advisory commission comprised 
of Asian Pacific Americans who w 刘 meet 
Tegularly with him and make policy recom- 
mendations. 

The president made the promise during a 
20-minute close door meeting with 16 Asian 
Pacific American community leaders on 
Wednesday, July 26 at the White House. 

Frank Liu, president of the National Or- 
ganization ofChineseAmericans,wWwas one of 
those invited for the informal discussions 
with Bush. Liu commended Bush for allow- 


ing Iepresentatives from the Asian Pacific 、 


American community to take their concerns 
to him directy. 

Also present at the meeting were promi- 
nent Chinese American Republicans Anna 
ChennaultandJobhn Tsu,anddeputyassistant 
tothePresidentforpublicliaison, Sichan Siv. 

It was Chennault, said Liu, who proposed 
to Bush during the meeting that he initiate a 
Blue Ribbon Commission So Asian Pacific 
American concerns would continue to be 
discussed beyond the one meeting，

Anotherarea ofconcern for 儿 woh was the 
ijgnoranceamong AsiansintheLAareaabout 
a local plan passed in 1987 to monitor hate 
crimes. He added that the LA police depart- 
mentdoesnothavethelanguage capability to 
take hate crime reports from non-English 
Speakers. 

Kwoh's recommendation to the commis- 
sion was thatmultilingual materials outlining 
the civil rights of all citizens be developed 
and made availlable to the non-English- 
speaking population: 

Bok Lim Kim, a university professor and 
researcher spokeaboutthenegativeimpactof 
the 1986 Marriage Fraudulent Act. Kim said 
that the act creates an entire new category of 
permanent Teslidents，allowing the INS to 
practice “postmarital Survelillance“of up to 
two years on marriages between Americans 
and aliens. 

Kim claimed that Asian women are put at 
Special risk from this act which makes the 
foreign Spouse of an American “deportable” 
during .those two _ years.“Even marriages 
Which are entered into with good intentions,” 
Kim said，are Subjectto unequal power and 
abuse [by the husband].” 

Immigration attorney TIom Surh called US 
immigration law“borne out of racist senti- 
menb ”pointing outthat the first Such law 一 
passed in 1882 一 was toO exclude Chinese 
laborers. He said that Sen. Alan Simpson (R- 
WY), in co-authorng the immigration bill; 
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has made statements that demonstrate a fear 
of foreigners and imply that having 3a racial 
and cultural mix is threatening.Surh said that 
anti-Asian sentiment is beginning to mani- 
fest itself in Congress. 

Testifying on civil rights and Southeast 
Asians, Andy Anh from a Southern Califor- 
nia refugees group told the commission that 
Southeast Asians in the Us are at the bottom 
of the economic ladder among all Asian 
Americans. More than 80 percent have no 
English skills and little education.“They are 
only armed with their survival skills,”Anh 
Said.“Refugees don't want to be on public 
Welfare, they wantto make aliving.… 

He asked the commissioners to look into 
Tising cases of anti-Asian violence inflicted 
againstrefugees inthe fishing industry along 
the gulf coasLt “Some fishermen keep harass- 
ingtheVietnameseunecessarilyandwethink 
that ls a Shame.” 

One of the last sessions heard before the 
commaission was on career advancementL 
Paul Wong of SF discussed his own encoun- 
ter with discrimination on the job. 

Wong worked as aregional Sales manager 
foralarge company in San Francisco. There 
were no coOmplaints about his performance 
during his three years in the position. But 
whenhis company was boughtoutby another 
company, his new Supervisors began making 
Such racial remarks as，“Slow down, I can't 
write as fast as a Chinaman.”Eight months 
later they demoted him without reason. “My 
Supervisor just Said，My gut reaction is you 
are not 3 500d manager ”Wong Sald. 

Later, a memo was posted for other em- 
ployers to read, stating what a bad manager 
Wong was，Itwasadding saltto the wound,” 
he said.“It was like being raped and told 
youre atramp.” 

Wong said he' could have accepted his 
demotion 让 me had beea told why his job 
performance wasnotuptoparand then given 
a chance to improve. Instead he was simply 
told he was inadequate and then publicly 
humiliated. He has filed a complaint with the 
Department of Fair Employment and Hous- 
ing. 

GeorgeKita,presidentofthe Asian Pacific 
LawsStudents AssociationatHastingsSchool 
of Law in SF, gave 3a presentation on“why 
there will be no Asian Los Angeles police 
chief in the nextdecade.”Kita researched the 
employee data of the LA Police Department 
and found that the number of Asian Ameri- 
cans on the police force has only grown from 
1.1 percent to 2.1 percent since 1980. 

The figures for other minority groups， 
however have increased dramatically, due in 
part to a voluntary consent decree agreed to 
by the department after being slapped with 
Several suits claiming unfair hiring, he Said. 


Because ”Asian 
Americans were 
notpartof the origi- 
nal suits, they were 
left out of the 1980 
decree.

Even a cursory examination of American 
immigration history can make some Asian 
Americans tense and nervous.

Over .the past20:years, the new policies 
favored immigration from Asia and Latin 
America because they Specifically allowed 
for more family reunification visas. New- 
comers from Asiaand Latin America tended 
to take advantage of the family-reunification 
vlsasj While Europeans ddn't European 
immigrants - families andall - had come to 
Americain the greatimmigration waveatthe 
end of the 19th and the beginning of the 20th 
centuries.Nobarstotheir arrivals existed the 
way they did for Asians. 

The .1965 changes rectified the inequities 
of the 1924 policies，and as a result，the 
Pattern of immigrants to the US overthe past 
two decades has shifted dramatically from 
one thathadaEuropeanflavorto adistinctiy 
Asian and Latin American character. 

AlanK.Simpson,Republican senatorfrom 
Wyoming; has wanted to reverse that trend 
for years. He's been outspokenly critcal of 
the number of immlgrants whose values are 
“inimilcal”to Western _ culture， He thinks 
there have been too many immigrants from 
AsiaandLatin America, whom he thinks are 
the wrong kind of newcomers. 

In his crusade to stem the tide from Asia 
and Latin America， Simpson has found an 
unlikely ally in the perSon of one of the Us 
Senate's bonafide liberals, Ted Kennedy of 
Massachusetts，who ils_ cut from the Same 
humanitarian andprogressive cloth as Bobby 
Kenncdy and John Kennedy.

From the perspective of Asian and Latino 
groups,the Kennedy-Simpsonbillwhilenot 
perfectbyany means'is much betterafterthe 
amendments than it:was in lts initial form. 

Eike mostmajorpiecesioflegislation that 
mustappealto'different interest groups,the 
Kennedy-Simpson bill contains aspects that 
the major adversaries both Support and dis- 
like. 

Kennedy and Simpson wanted a Set num- 
berof visas for“skils”" applicants who don't 
have relatives in'theUScTheygot 534;000a 
year.

Anew provision under Kennedy-Slimpson 
would reduce those numbers to about half 
Over the next 10 years. That's because of a 
formula that treats immediate family and 
less-immediate family members as partof a 
Zero-Sum Whole. In other words，a given 
country's immediate-family Visa numbers 
Trise，then its less-immediate family Visas 
Imustbereduced,according to Hing,in order 
forthe wholenotto exceed a certain number. 

Simpson wanted to require English profi- 
ciency before a person could immigrate, but 
Such an amendment was defeated. 

Thus, this less than perfect bill faces an 
uncertain future. The House must deal with 
US immigration policies and is expected to 
hold hearings in the fall. Any House changes 
may not come to a vote untl next ye3r.
